The Water Situation 

Residents of Vulcan have been asked to volun¬ 
tarily restrict the use of water on gardens and lawns. 
The continued dry weather in May led to an increas¬ 
ing demand for water to the point where, last week, 
the three wells supplying the town system were un¬ 
able to cope with the demand and the overhead tank 
was drained. Although the town was never without 
water, the pressure dropped so low it created a real 
inconvenience. 

Fortunately, the town is not entirely dependent 
upon hydrants for fire protection, having three large 
underground cisterns located at strategic points. 

It is to be hoped this situation will not occur 
again, because lack ,of water can seriously hinder the 
development of a town. Most wells drilled here pro¬ 
duce a good supply of water, even though the quality 
leaves something to be desired because of its over-high 
soda and glauber’s salt content. 

This week a fourth well is being placed on pro¬ 
duction, which should ease the situation to some ex¬ 
tent, and the water department is planning for two 
more Wells this year. Six wells should provide ample 
water for the present and the new wells will pay for 
themselves through the increase in consumption. 

The water department is aiming at having enough 
water available to meet all demands in future years.
